W ashington.” 
Those with whom Mr 
W illiams has conferred say the Texan 
is more than receptive of the govern­ 
orship idea- 
Former 
Representative 
E u g e n e 
Black of Clarkesville. Texas, Friday 
in a formal statement declined the 
solicitation of friends that he run for 
governor, explaining that he could not 
afford the expense cf the campaign. 
Mr. Black took occasion in his state­ 
ment to endorse Governor Moody for 
renomination and described 
him as 
“honest, courageous and capable.” 
In reply to questions, Representa­ 
tive John C. Box of the Jacksonville 
district, who has also been urged to 
enter the gubernatorial contest, said 
he had nothing more to say on the 
subject. 
Last Tuesday Mr. Box said 
emphatically he would be a candidate 
to succeed himself as a member cf 
the house of representatives. 
Indica 
tions were that Mr. Box would have 
a statement to make on the governor­ 
ship very soon. 
To Scan Situation 
Mr. 
Williams’ 
appearance in the 
governorship picture is not new. 
H is 
friends have been urging him to make 
the race since last fall, but recently 
the Texan has been giving the subject 
serious 
consideration. 
He has con­ 
ferred lilt length recently with Texas 
members of congress in Washington 
and those with whom Mr. W illiams 
has talked consider his Texas visit in 
the nature of a survey of the lay of 
the political land. 
«, Final decision on Mr. W illiams en ­ 
tering the contest will depend to a 
large extent on what Lieut. Gov. Bar­ 
ry Miller does, it was pointed out by 
the 
representative’s 
advisers. 
Mr. 
W illiams, it was said, could easily de­ 
feat Thomas B. Love of Dallas, but it 
would 1h‘ a hard contest if he opposed 
Mr. Miller. 
The Texas representative was regu­ 
lar in the last presidential election 
and traveled extensively over the state 
campaigning for the democratic na­ 
tional ticket. 
Other advantages held 
by Mr- Williams, should he become 
a candidate, are that he enjoys a 
wide acquaintance in Texas, is finan­ 
cially well-to-do and has a large per 
sonal following due to his various 
business activities. 
The Texan served 
a term in the state senate in 1020, ^\as 
elected to the house of representatives 
in 1922 and was once grand master of 
the Masonic Lodge in Texas, which 
gave him a wide acquaintance in the 
state. 
He is also a director in several 
banks, a stockman, farmer and busi­ 
ness man. 
Mr. W illiam s knows the 
state 
well 
and 
enjoys 
considerable 
support* particularly among bankers, 
cattlemen, farmers and business men 
of the state. 
He is 58 years of age. 
Black Favors Moody

Celeste; Mrs. J* E. Fooshee, Green­ 
ville ; Mrs. A. F. Ernst. Som erset; and 
Mrs. O. W. Fry, Lockney. 
They received the gold pin and title 
of master farm home-maker in a cere­ 
mony sponsored 
by 
Farmer’s W ife, 
national farm women’s magazine of 
St. Paul, Minn., and the extention ser­ 
vice of the A. cc Al. College of T ex a s; 
and later were guests of the magazine 
at a luncheon attended by sixty rural 
leaders of the state. 
“W e honor these women for their 
own achievements but more especially 
because they represent thousands or 
other successful rural home-makers,” 
said Miss Bess M. Rowe, cf the Fann­ 


er’s 
w ife 
in 
awarding 
the 
honor. 
“This is recognition for all farm wo­ 
men and an acknowledgement of their 
job , as a profession worthy of the 
highest respect.” 
Mrs. Fenton’s chief ambition is “to 
be a wise mother, a w ife who is a 
real helpmate, a neighbor to be loved 
and a real home-maker.” 
She plans 
meals a week ahead, to save time and 
money. 
She is# president of the Lynn 
County Council of home demonstration 
clubs. 
Mrs. Felty lias been president of her 
home 
demonstration 
club 
for 
two 
years and vice-president of the county 
council, a 4-II Club leader and in 
charge of the club exhibit at her com­ 
munity fair. 
81ie hopes to “retire’ 
on the farm. 
Mrs. Focshee has two daughters and 
wants most for them that they shall 
become well educated, christian wo­ 
men. 
There is no question in her 
mind as to tile merits of “home-mak­ 
ing or a career.” 
She thinks they can 
be the same thing and says that “be­ 
ing a real home-maker is the biggest 


job any woman ever undertook.” She 
has been active in the home demon­ 
stration work for her community and 
county, a 4-II girls’ club leader and 
vice-president of 
the Hunt 
County 
Federation of Women’s clubs. 
Mrs. Ernst lives in a well equipped 
home on a 350-acre farm. 
She has 
served on the school board several 
times, helped organize a parent-teach- 
er association and is president of her 
home demonstration club. 
She has 
helped build up her'club’s membership 
from five to sixty-five. 
Mrs. Fry made $2,435 with butter 
and poultry last year. 
This took ap­ 
proximately three hours a day but by 
good management she spared the time 


without slighting heme duties. 
She is 
president of her home demonstration 


club. 
All of the women are active in 


church work and three are Sunday 
school teachers. 
All of them voted in 
the last national, state and county 


elections.

A dim inutive Texan, packing an old- 
type frontier six-shooter and wearing 
a quiet gray suit in the pockets of 
which was one w arrant for a m urder­ 
er and another for a swindler, appear­ 
ed in police headquarters in New York 
W ednesday to get a permit to carry 
Ids cannon and to obtain w hat infor­ 
mation lie could about his quarry, 
H e gave Ids n am e as J. F rank Nor­ 
fleet of Hale Center. Texas, and stat­ 
ed his mission to a more or less dis­ 
interested attendant. 
He waited a 
little while, unnoticed by the passers­ 
by, except for a remark or two about 
his lack of height and weight, when 
suddenly a door was thrown ojien and 
a high official of the police depart­ 
ment came out to greet him with open 
arms. 
It was then the attendant learned 
that this little man fhad, single handed** 
tracked down and arrested 82 crim i­ 
nals since IBIO, all of whom are either 
still serving time or have served their 
time. 
He told the high official his 
mission and explained lie was looking 
for John Teal of Bailey county. Texas, 


He was sitting on tile sofa, his feet

from 29 cents to 49 cents a pound, and 
most growers have their entire pro­ 
duction contracted for several years in 
advance. 
Not many years ago, Texas was the 
greatest producer of pecans, but some 
of the older southern states began 
planting extensive pecan orchards aud 
budding native trees. 
Tile result is 
that Texas is behind Georgia an,I 
other states in the production of these 
finer varieties of pecan, although we 
produce a great quantity of the small 
native pecans winch do 
not bring 
nearly so high a price. 
In Denton county there are several 
thousand acres of land which would 
pr duce high grade jiecans. 
Much of 
ibis land is in creek bottoms subject 
to overflow and of little use except 
b r pasturing.
